Carpenter is correct 
The Democrat •; linve Tor the past tlnx-' 
or four years declared that such is'=ne 
were dead, and-we do not doubl that the 
better men among them heartily vial 
that their declarations might come hue 
But the Democratic leaders would lil;i 
to run with the hare and stay with the 
hounds. They are trying to allay uatura 
apprehensions iu the North by the assur- 
ance that the war questions will nevt i 
bo disturbed] while they are courting in 
every way the support of that portion of 
the Southern people which is bound by 
interest and prejudice to reawaken those 
questions. A policy of this character is 
never safe. It is sur» to betray the party 
which adopts it into'commitments from 
which no leaders can free it. It is all 
Tery well for the conservative Northern 
Democrats to say that the Constitution 
as it is shall be respected if they are in- 
trusted with power ; but it is n question 
for the people to consider carefully 
whether that pledge can be redeemed. 


There is, for instance, the matter of 


Southern claims. The Constitution says 
plainly enough, that "neither the United 
States nor any State shall assume or pay 
any debt or obligation incurred in aid of 
iissnrrection or rebellion against the 
United States." But let us suppose, 
the Democratic party being- in power, 
that the Court of Claims shah recognize, 
and Congress shall order paid, claims 
for the destruction of property in the 
South alleged to have belonged to loyal 
men, but really having belonged to those 
directly or indirectly engaged in the re- 
bollion, what would prevent the pay- 
ment of such rewards? Otnionsly if a 
Southerner had given hh property tip to 
the support of the rebellion, end it had 
been seized and used or destroyed by 
ihe Union Army, the payment of any 
claim for it womd bo contrary to the in- 
tent of the Constitution. But with a 
majority of Democratic Representatives 
anci Senators—men who had actually 
taken part in the rebellion—and this is 
Ly no means an unlikely proportion— 
the Government would be just as com- 
pletely in their hands as if it were admin- 
'istered under the Montgomery G'onstitu 
tion. This is only one of many examples 
that might be cited of the difficulties 
that" would surround the Democratic 
leaders, eveii if they were entirely sincere | 
in their professed devotion to the amend- 
ed Constitution. For our own parts, 
no oue could wish more earnestly than 
we do, that every vestige of war night 
disappear from our politic*. But .here 
are several conditions precedent to that 
event. 
One is that the llepublicnu 


party shall so conduct itself as to recruit 
its strength among those Southern men 
who, would naturally, by their intelli- 


, gence. ,and patriotism, incline toward it. 
" That is an object for which we have 


long striven, and wliioh will never cease 


' 'to be soHghtbyng while the party exists, 


But another and an equally important 
one is, that the Democratic party shall 
cease to be controlled by the reaction- 
ary Southern element iu it. Until that 
condition is fulfilled, the war questions 
«u»npt be regarded as "dead issues," 
•nd the country cannot safely put the 
Democrats in power. It may be done, 
bat we repeat, it cannot be done safely.

of till in the -wny of monopoly, is finally 
brought to a realizing sense of the situ- 
ation! It is , needless to refer to the 
Western Union Telegraph, in connection 
with the Associated Press. Ben Butler 
introduced a bill declaring all telegraph 
routes nothing more thau post roads— 
the same ns those over which ordinary 
mail matter is carried—and proposing to 
regulate the cost of corurmmicatioii river 
the one an the other. This was a rather 
unexpected turn of afl'airs, aud eminent- 
ly characteristic of this shrewd Congress- 
man. Of course the bill would not pass 
in ft day or week—will not this session— 
but already the investigation of the sub- 
ject in Congress has had a most salutr- 
ryefloct. 
Whether thu next Congress 


will develop as able and earuest cham- 
pion of the measure as Butler has shown 
himself on this occasion, remains to be 
seen. It will be a very difficult matter 
to pii.sli it to a conclusion satisfactory 
to the people, in the very nature of 
things: it is so peculiarly calculated to 
act "on 'lie 
defensive iu a debate of 


this land. It is the greatest talking 
machine in the country, aud the most 
unscrupulous. 
If it hml no leading 


newspapirs sworn to uphold it to the 
la»t, it would siill be a power in itself, 
but the Associated Tress organization 
enables it to manufacture public opinion 
in its own behalf, without stint. The 
telegraph parlni-r in the bn-.int.-ss is far 
less to blame as things go: but for n 
combination of newspapers, professing 
to be laboring for the public good, to 
prostitute itself, stultify itself iu the most 
shameful and glaring manner, is the 
most deplorable sigu of tho tiine-i. 


Not only on the ground of common 


scnsp.hutupon tho principle of eminent 
domain, Butler is right in declaring the 
telegraph routes to be nothing more than 
post' routes, over which communication 
should be regulated in common with 
the system of ordinary U. 
S. mail. 


Moreo'vor, the tclegiaph should be even 
more subject to regulation, as it is a

THE present status of the regular

SCHOOLS VS. HEWBPAPEES. 


Several articles on the editorial page

The Suez Canal. 


A letter from Cairo to tho Eastern 


Budget, dated the 31st December, saya 
" The present state of the Suez Canal is 
Jar from satisfnctory. The canal is neither 
completed or in good repair, and if mat- 
ters aro left as they are at present it wil, 
become useless in a few years. It is 
broad enough to accommodate three 
steamers abrenst, but its depth is so var- 
. iablo that oue ship can only pass through 
it at a time. When n vessel comes from 
Snez tho ships coming from Europe musl 
wait at Port Said, and if a ship gets 
aground on the sand the -whole com- 


• junnication is stopped until it is set afloat 


again. This, of course, causes great in- 
jury to trade, and complaints aro fre- 
quent. The chief cause of the edl is 
the vituit of money. Tho Snglish. who 
use the canal more than any other nation 
have long beeu thinking of getting the 
canal inlo their own hands,btitamnjority 
of two-thirds of tho shareholders is 
necessary in order to change the manage- 
ment, nnd the Viceroy is tho possessor of 
one-third o£ tho shares, hu has practi- 
cally the casting vote. It is trno that 
oiie-ihird of the shares are also in the 
possession of Englishmen, but the at- 
tempts, which have beeu inade tohuluce 
the Viceroy to dispose of his shares 
have hitherto been fruitless. The Khe- 
dive evidently fears that England will 
become too powerful on the canal, and 
therefore prefers the stitl«!i 'f"o.

ly of tho opinion that something must 
be done to prevent this vseful work 
from being rnitif-tl, and that 31. DfLos- 
seps should either be allowed greater 
freedom of action, or be given au oppor- 
tunity of selling the shares to a new 
company.
